The  Board  of  Directors  hereby  submits 
for  consideration  of  all  Club  members- 
ijwo  proposed  amendment's  to  its  consti- 
tution, which  will  be  voted  on  at  the 
next  annual  meeting  on  Jtine  2'?^  IS 45. 

If  these  amendments  are  ^proved  by  the 


members,  its  bylaws  will  be  amended  ac- 
cordingly. 

The  substance  of  the  proposed  changes  is; 

1.  The  formal  election  of  the  editor 

of  the  Club^s  house  organ  as  a member  of. 
the  board  of  directors. 

2. '  Limitation  on  the  number  of  consecu- 
tive terms  which  any  officer  or  direct- 
or may  serve. 

In  proposing  the  election  of  the  editor 
as  a menber  of  the  board  of  directors, 
the  board  felt  that  it  wa?  d-esirable  to 
place  the  editor  in  a position  where  he 
could  be  fully  cognizant  at  all  times  of 
the  wishes  of  the  board  and  V70uld  also 
be  in  a position,  without  necessity  for 
formal  notification,  to  be  familiar  with 
current  policies  and  operations.  In  the 
past  the  editor  has  almost  al;^ays  been  a 
member  of  the  board  but  this  has  oc- 
curred by  accident  rather  t'lan  by  design. 
The  proposed  amendment  formalizes  what 
has  come  to  be  a familiar  practice. 

In  proposing  the  limita,tion  of  tenure  on 
the  board'  of  directors  to  rot  mors  than 
two  terms,  the  board  has  in  m5ivl  (l)  The 
advantages  to  be  gained -by  reviV!;  all  zing 
the  board  through  the  infusion  of  new 
blcodj  (2)  The  elimination  of  possible 
inequities  through  over-. long  tenure  on 
the  part  of  one  or  more  directors. 

The  text  of  the  proposed  amended  sec- 
tions is  as  follows; 

Article  IV 

Sec.  2.  The  board  of  directors  shadl  be 
composed' of  the  officers  of  the  club  (ex 
officio),  ahdj five  other  members  elected  . 
in  the  manner' provided  in  the  bylaws. 

Sec.  3.  The  officers  of  the  club  shall 
be  a President,  Vice  President , Treas- 
urer, Eecording  Secretary,  Executive 
Secretary,  and  Club  Editor,  Xirho  shall
